Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5 and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims an authentication information processing method, device and medium utilizing a 
security level to determine a log-in procedure. The prior art discloses a similar 
invention; however, the prior art do not disclosed either singularly or in combination the 
following feature: storing an accumulated log-in count from the user apparatus with the 
log-in count related to the apparatus information; and determining a security level for the 
user apparatus by referring to at least an accumulated log-in count; wherein in 
determining the log-in procedure, the log-in procedure is determined in accordance with 
the accumulated log-in count and the security level, and the security level is lowered 
when formal log-in procedure is repeated. For these reasons, claims 1 , 5 and 9 are 
allowed.
